District Superintendent 
Floyd Stork, speaking Mon- 
day night at a public meeting 
sponsored by the Alta Loma 
UCramber of Commerce, « ted | 
the flood of new students dur- ' 
ing the past 18 months and/ 
the subsequent decreasing as- | 
sessed valuation supporting | 
éach student as major rea- 
sons prompting the Alta Lo-| 
ma District Board of Educa 
tion to seek the tax rate in- 
crease. 

Alta Loma, an area of rela-| 
tively large agricultural hold 
ings, during the past 18) 
months has experienced ma- 
jor residential eeemtructio . 
programs. This constructic 
activity has been concentrat- =| 
ed near the new Alta Loma 
High School and in the ex 
treme northern section of the! 
schoo! district. 

Stork noted that in 1959-60, | 
each student in the district | 
was supported by approxi- 
mately $15,000 in assessed val- 
wation. This in turn yielded a} 
local tax income of approxi- 
mately $170. for each student 
on a local district tax rate of 
$1.25. 

This year the assessed val- 
uation supporting each § stu- 
dent has dipped to $10,400, 
vielding $158 from local taxes} 
for each student on the pres- 
ent $1.60 
rate. 


It is estimated that the as- 


local district tax 





sessed valuation supporting 
each student next year will 
decline further to $9,500. If 


the new tax rate is approved 
Oct. 29, bringing the local dis- 
trict tax rate to $1.95, income 
for each student from local 
taxes will be approximately 
$167. 

These figures are significant 
in that they show that a $1.95 
tax rate in 1964-65 will bring 
in less to the district for each | 
pupil than a $1.25 tax rate did 
in 1959-60. The Chamber mem- 
bers noted that three nearby | 
school districts, Central, Cu- 
camonga and Upland. all have 
tax rates exceeding $2.
